DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE.  The  houses  of  the  whole  district, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and  farms, 
are  connected  to  public  sewers,  which  discharge  via  pumping 
stations  and  storage  tanks,  to  two  controlled  outlets  at 
the  mouth  of  the  River  Teign. 


FOOD  INSPECTION.  There  are  now  no  licensed  or  registered 
Slaughter  houses  in  the  district  and  all  meat  is  brought 
to  the  town  from  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughter  houses  at 
Newton  Abbot,  etc..  During  the  year  146  visits  have  been 
paid  to  food  premises  and  1,040  packets  of  various  food  stuffs 
weighing  1,134  lbs  have  been  condemned.  Also  the  carcase 
and  offal  of  one  pig,  killed  at  a  farm,  was  condemned  owing 
to  tuberculosis  and  the  following  quantities  of  food  were 
also  surrendered

making  a  total  weight  condemned  of  4031  lbs.  There  proved 
to  be  no  need  for  any  legal  action  in  regard  to  the  above. 


ITUSSELS .  The  condition  of  the  Teign  mussels,  which  are 

exported  to  •  inland  towns  and  also  consumed  in  the  District 
caused  grave  concern  during  the  year.  Seven  samples  of 
mussels  were  taken,  all  of  which  proved  unsatisfactory  and 
also  w  ater  of  the  River  was  examined  by  25  samples,  which 
led  to  the  conclusion  that  at  no  state  of  the  tides  could 
the  river  water  be  pure  enough  for  mussel  cleansing  purposes. 


C onsult a ti ons were  held  with  Dr.  B.  Moore,  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Exeter  and  with  Commander 
Framptbn  ,  District  Representative  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  also  with  the  local  flsherme.n 
and  it  was  hoped  that  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the 
cleansing  of  Teign  mussels  at  the  Lympstone  Cleansing  Station 
on  the  River  Exe .  So  far  these  hopes  have  not  materialised. 

FOOD  POISONING.  No  cases  of  illness,  attributable  to 
food  poisoning,  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

HOUSING.  During  the  year  30  new  houses  were  built  and 
occupied  on  the  Council's  Coonbe  Valley  Housing  Site  end 
also  3  premises  were  requisitioned  and  3  families  placed 
therein.

HOUSING,  (continued^ ) 

properties  again  increased  during  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  hW  DISPOSAL.  Is  under  the  control 

of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Collection  of  refuse 
(once  weekly  from  private  houses,  and  twice  weekly  from 
hotels  and  boarding  houses,  etc.,)  is  executed  by  two 
Karrler  "Bantam”  Refuse  vehicles.  Tipping,  by  controlled 
methods,  is  at  the  Council’s  tip  a  t  Broadmeadow,  which  it 
is  proposed  eventually  to  convert  to  an  extensive  levelled 
area,  capable  of  accommodating  football  grounds,  cricket 
pitches,  etc.,  which  are  badly  needed  in  the  District. 

SivLVAGE .  During  the  year  intensive  efforts  were  made  to 
increase  the  amount  of  salvage  recovered,  particularly 
paper,  and  a  total  v/oight  of  105  tons  of  the  latter  was 
collected,  baled  and  sold.  Other  salvage  reclaimed  was 
iron.  Rags  and  Bones. 

Collection  is  by  means  of  two  trailers  attached  to  the 
Fiefuse  Collection  vehicles,  so  that  all  premises  are  visited 
weekly,  and  in  addition  a  special  collection  is  made  from 
shops,  hotels  j  etc'.,  Baling  and  storage  is  carried  out 
at  rhe  Selvage  Depot  at  the  Broadmeadow  Refuse  tip.

PARTICULARS  OP  Wi.TER  SUPPLY  -  YEAR  ENDING  51st  DECLIvIBER  1948. 


The  total  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1948  was  178,473,000  gallons. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  its  several  parts 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout 
the  year. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  water, 

10  examinations  of  the  raw  and  12  of  the  v/ater  in  the 
supply  reservoirs.  On  tw/o  occasions  the  results  obtained 
were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  but  v/ere  immediately 
overcome  by  adjustment  of  the  rate  of  chlorination. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  this  Council's  water  has 
any  plumbo-solvcnt  action,  and  no  action  was  necessary 
in  respect  of  £;ny  contamination. 

The  number  of  population  supplied  from  the  public 
water  mains  direct  to  houses  was  10,500  and  by  means  of 
standpipes,  30. 
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
